kind of building material, that is, new 
for this place, and that is cement stone. 


Last week Merville E. Stallsmith 


and Edward Weikert began the erec- 
tion of a building on the rear of the lot 
of Mr. Weikert on East Middle street. 
The building is nearly square, 30x31 
feet. In this building will be placed 
a double capacity Hercules cement 
stone machine. This is the same kind 
of a machine as wa* installed in a 
Haaover plant twd or three years ago 
and there proved to be such a demand 
for the c*n«»t«ton« to thai-town that 
the plant has quadrupled its output 
during its brief existence. 


The capacity of the plant of Messrs. 


Stallsmith and Weikert will be from 
200 to 300 blocks per day of a size 
8x10x20 inches. They will be able to 
make water tables, sills, lentels and 
coping. 
The cement blocks can be 


colored. The plant will be equipped 
with about 100 different molds and the 
cement stone can be given a large 
number of finishes, such a rock face, 
with or withoul a rock tool margin, a 
bush hammered face, a plain face and 
other styles. 


The cement or concrete house is 


one growing in favor all over the 
country. They have been proven to 
be fire proof. The blocks are put to- 
gether with cement so that a finished

the work much harder for the older 
boys who were prepared for it. 


We 
had almost beeu in warm 


weather, but the gale continued and 
Captain Atwater decided to put back 
to Philadelphia. We had head winds 
and the weather became cold and it 
began to snow which lasted nearly a 
•week. 
la was so cold that we could not lie 


down on deck. The boys could only 
remain on the look-out or wheel for an 
hour at a time. The boys of the watch 
on deck would allJbnu a.line and run 
from one c*ide of the ship to the other 
to keep warm. 


The aim failed to shine for nearly a 


week and navigation became danger- 
ous and we lost our position and had 
to simply guess where we were until 
we were picked up this morning by a 
sea going tug which took us to Dela- 
ware Capes, 


Many other smaller accidents occur- 


red, many of the stays that set up the 
rigging were carried away. One of 
the last things to occur was one of the 
boys fell overboard, while we were at 
dinner and only a few miles out at sea 
from the capes. A sudden rapid ring- 
ing of the ship's bell was heard and all 
were silent till the cries were heard, 
man overboard ! All bauds rushed on 
deck aud there saw one of the fellow 
shipmates being dragged through the 
icy waters. A boat was at once low- 
ered and the boy was saved. 


I have been in the old ship nearly 


two years but never before met with 
an.occurrence like this. It is 11 p. m. 
now and I am on anchor watch. Will 
torn iu at 12 o'clock and intend to 
sleep like a log.
